7 Stalin’s Role 

The real and direct origin. 
ator of the new class, how- 
ever, was Stalin. He wag a 
man of quick reflexes and a 
tendency to

speaker. But he was a reient- 
less dogmatician and a great 
administrator, a Georgian 
who knew better than anyone 
else whither the new powers 
of Greater Russia were tak- 
ing her. He created the new 


class by the use of the most 


barbaric means, not even 
sparing the class 
was inevitable that the new 
class which placed him at the 


top would later 


ture. He wag the true leader 
of that class as long as the 
class. was building itself up, 
and attaining power. 


While the country wag be- 
ing industrialized, Stalin be- 
gan to introduce considerable 
variations in wages, at the 
same time allowing the de- 
velopment toward various pri. 
vileges to proceed. He thought 
that industrialization would 
come to nothing if the new 
class were not made mater- 
lally interested in the process, 
by acquisition of some pro- 
perty for itself. Without in- 
dustrialization the new class 
would find it difficult to hold 
its ition, for it would have 
neither historical justification 
nor the material resources for 
its continued existence. 

The increase in the mem- 
bership of the party, or of 
the bureaucracy, wag closely 
connected with this. In 1927, 
on the eve of industrialization, 
the Soviet Communist Party 
had 887,233 members. In 1934, 
at the end of the First Five- 
Year Plan, the membership 
had increased to 1,874,488. 
This wag a phenomenon ob- 
viously connected with in- 
dustrialization: the prospects

leges for its members were 
improving. What is more, the 
privileges and the class were 
expanding more rapidly than 
industrialization itself.

After Lenin 13 * 
came what had to come; 
namely, mediocrity in the 
form of collective leadership. 
And also there came the ap- 
parently sincere, kind-heart- 
ed, non-intellectual “man of 
the people” — Nikita Khrush. 
chev. The new class no longer 
needs the revolutionaries or 
dogmatists it once required: 
it is satisfied with simple 
personalities. Without relin- 
quishing anything it created 
under Stalin's leadership, the 
new class appears to be ro- 
nounein his authority for 
the few years. But ft is 
not really

Yugoslav Development 

The fate of Yugoslav Com- 
munism was to unify these 
three phases in the single 
Personality of Tito, along 
with national and personal 
Characteristics. Tito is a great 
revolutionary, but without 
original ideas: he has attain- 
ed personal power, but withe- 
out Stalin's distrustfulness 


and dogmatism, Like Khru- 


shchey Tito is a representa- 
tive of the people, that is, of 
the middle-party strata. The 
road which Yugoslav Com- 
munism has travelled — at- 
taining a revolution, copying 
Stalinism, then renouncing 
Stalinism and seeking its own 
orm is seen most fully in 
the personality of Tite. Yugo. 
slav Communtem has deen 
more consistent than other 
parties in preserving the sub- 
stance of Communism, yet 
never renouncing any form 
which could be of value to it, 
The three.phases in the de- 
velopment of the new class 
Lenin, Stalin, and “collective 
leadership” — are not com- 
Pletely divorced from each 
other, in substance or in ideas. 
Lenin too was a dogmatist, 
and Stalin too was a revolu- 
tionary, just as collective lea- . 
dership will resort to dog- 
matism and to revolutionary 
methods when necessary. 
What is more, the non-dog- 
matism of the collective lea- 
dership is applied only to it- 
self, to the heads of new 
class. On the other hand, the 
People must be all the more 
Persistently “educated” in the 
spirit of the dogma, or of 
Marxism-Leninism. By relax- 
ing its dogmatic severity and 
exclusiveness, 
becoming strengthened eco- 


attaining greater flexibility.
